WASHINGTON, July 11. — The 


resolution of Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, calling on the Attorney- 
General for a written opinion on 


the constitutionality of the Guffey 
coal control bill now pending in 
Congress, is likely to prove embar- 
rassing to the administration and 
focuses attention on the position 
taken by President Roosevelt that 
the legislative and execufive 
branches of the Government should 
not allow doubt of the constitution- 
ality of a proposed law to interfere 
with its passage. 

Byrd said yesterday that he ex- 
pected to ask for a vote on his reso- 
lution some time this week. Unless 
the opponents can show it is en- 
tirely without precedent it is likely 
to command majority support. It 
merely requests the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to give a written opinion on the 
Guffey bill. Whether Attorney- 
General Cummings would comply is 
uncertain. He refused to give a 
subcommittee of the House Ways 
and Means Committee a definite an- 
swer on the same question, 

Roosevelt’s Position. 

Byrd’s novel move was of course 
caused by President Roosevelt’s 
recent letter to Chairman Hill of 
the subcommittee which is consid- 
ering the Guffey bill, concluding, 
“I hope your committee will not 
permit doubts as to the constitu- 
tionality, however reasonable, to 
block the suggested legislation.” 

The position taken by President 
Roosevelt is in striking contrast to 
that taken by President Taft in 
1913, when he vetoed a bill which 
sought to divest shipments of liquor 
of their interstate character so that 
the dry states could tighten up the 
enforcement of prohibition. 

What Taft Said in 1913. 

President Taft, who later became 
Chief Justice of the Ynited States, 
Meciared. that he d ted utterly 
from the proposition that Congress 
and the President had no responsi- 
bility to decide for themselves 
whether a proposed law was con- 
stitutional. 

The act denounced by Taft, pop- 
ularly known as the Webb-Kenyon 
Act, was passed by the Congress 
over the veto and was upheld by 
the Supreme Court. 

“Unique Situation,” Says Byrd. 

Asked whether there were any 
precedents for his motion, Byrd 
said that he did not know, “but 
we are in a unique situation and I 
think the resolution is justified. 
The Attorney-General testified be- 
fore the Hill sub-committee in an 
executive session and I have tried 
without success to learn’ exactly 
what he told the sub-committee. I 
see no reason why the administra- 
tion should refuse to have its rank- 
ing law officer give his views on 
the constitutionality of proposed 
legislation.” 

Byrd pointed out that a Senate 
committee could ask the Attorney- 
General to testify on the subject. 
The Guffey bill is under considera- 
tion by the Senate’s Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, of which Byrd is 
not a member. 

No Precedent for Move. 


So far as can be _ ascertained, 
there is no precedent for the adop- 
tion of a resolution such as 
Byrd’s. There have been in- 
stances where a house of Con- 
gress requested the opinion of 
the Attorney-General on questions 
of fact and law relating to existing 
statutes, and Attorney-Generals 
have declined, relying on the law 
that provides that they shall ren- 
der opinions to the President and 
heads of departments. Attorneys- 
General have appeared before Sen- 
ate and House committees to give 
informal expressions of opinions on 
proposed laws. The Byrd resolu- 
tion, however, asks for a formal 
opinion from the Attorney-General, 
in his capacity as the principal law 
officer of the Government, to be 
reported to the entire Senate, in its 
capacity as a legislative body. 

In the past the Senate has not 
hesitated to make precedent by 
resolution. When the St. Louis & 
O’Fallon Railroad valuation case 
was before the Supreme Court, the 
Senate, in a resolution by Senator 
Norris, asked the court to permit 
Donald Richberg- appear as a 
friend of the court. The request 
was granted. 

The Byrd resolution will com- 
mand the support of conservative 
Democrats and Republicans, and 
many constitutional lawyers in the 
Senate who are convinced that the 
Guffey bill is unconstitutional. 
These Senators are alarmed at what 
they call the “gambler’s tactics” of 
the President—that is, the taking 
of chances on the constitutionality 
of far-reaching legislation. These 
Senators have been strengthened in 
their beliefs by the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the “hot oil,” the NRA, 
the Frazier-Lemke, the _ railroad 
pension and the Humphrey ouster 
cases. These decisions have made 
them fearful of the proposed AAA 
and TVA amendments, the Social 
Securtiy bill, the Wagner labor dis-

Customers File Suit, Also 
Asking That H. J. Kattel- 
man Be Restrained From 


Disbursing Funds. 


FIRM CLOSED SINCE 
SEC COMPLAINT 


Petitioners, Who Made De- 
posits Toward Purchase 
of Stocks, Seek to Protect 


Equities. 


Two customers of the H. J. Kat- 
telman Co., stock-selling firm in the 
Central National Bank Building, 
filed suit in Circuit Court today 
asking that a receiver be appointed 
to operate the business and that 
Harold J. Kattelman be restrained 


from disbursing any of its funds. 

The company closed its doors 
July 1 after the Securities & Ex- 
change Commission had filed in 
Federal Court a complaint that the 
firm was insolvent and fraudulent- 
ly operated. Hearing on the coL.- 
mission’s application for an injunc- 
tion was set by Federal Judge Da- 
vis for Sept. 9. 

Circuit Judge Douglas, to whom 
the customers’ suit was assigned, 
issued an order for a hearing next 
Thursday. 

Plaintiffs in the suit filed today 
were Arthur Mathes and A. H. 
Asadorian. Mathes said he had de- 
posited $700 in cash and certain 
stock with the Kattelman company 
Moward the purchase of $2570 in 
stocks. Asadorian said he had de- 
posited $1859 in cash toward the 
purchase of $4625 in stock. 

Since the: Commission's suit was 
filed Mathes and Asadorian “al- 
leged, Kattelman has absented him- 
self from his home and his place 
of business and has given no indi- 
cation of his plans to his custom- 
ers. 

The petitioners pointed out that 
the stocks held for thier account, 
and for the acconuts of other cus- 
tomers, are subject to fluctuations 
in market value. For that reason, 
they said, it was necessary that a 
receiver be named to operate the 
business to protect the equities of 
the customers. 

Many of the custmers, the pe- 
tition said, are able and willing to 
complete payment for the stocks 
they have contracted to purchase 
and to accept deliverey, but have 
been unable to do so because the 
business has not been operated, 

Neither Kattelman nor his attor- 
ney, C. J. Stattler, could be reached 
for a statement. The company has 
accounts of about 500 speculators 
who have put up about $300,000 to- 
ward the purchase of $1,000,000 in 
stocks. 


LOS ANGELES WRESTLING FAN 
SHOT TO DEATH BY POLICE 


Sports Promoter Tells of Threat 
With Hammer Wrapped in Cloth; 
Officers Respond to Call. 


LOS ANGELES, July 11. — Wil- 
liam Focher, 34-year-old wrestling 
fan, died early today from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by police as an 
indirect climax to a bottle-throwing 
incident at mat matches here last 
night. 

Lou Daro, sports promoter, said 
Focher and a companion, John F. 
Moore, 25 years old, were ques- 
tioned after a bottle had been 
hurled at a wrestling referee. 

“After the matches, about mid- 
night, they met me outside the 
building,” Daro said. “One had a 
hammer wrapped in a cloth, and 
said, ‘Here’s where you get yours.’ ” 

Dare said a Negro porter called 
police and the men fled in their 
automobile when they heard the 
police siren. Focher was shot in 
the back by pursuing officers -when 
he refused to stop.

24 KILLED AND 58 INJURED 
BY EARTHQUAKE IN JAPAN 


Populous Cities of Shizuoka and 
Shimizu Centers of De- 
struction.

TOKIO, July 11—Twenty-four 
persons were killed and 58 injured 
today in a severe earthquake in the 
rich Shizuoka district of Japan. 

A police survey showed that the 
casualties and the more _ serious 
damage were confined to Shizuoka 
City, 100 miles southwest of here, 
with a population of 136,000, and 
Shimizu, with a population of 56,000. 

Police reported 117 buildings 2n- 
tirely collapsed in the two cities and 
901 partly destroyed. Most of the 
casualties occurred when walls of 
factories fell in upon hundreds of 
girl and women employes.

Reversed for Error. 


BARRING OF DEFENSE 
TESTIMONY WRONG 


Supreme Court Says Trial 
Judge Should Have Al- 
lowed Showing That 


Witness Was Insane.

JEFFERSON CITY, July il. — 


Ralph Pierson of St. Louis, twice 
convicted of first-degree murder 
in connection with the burning of 
the Buckingham Hotel Annex in 
St. Louis, of which he was _ part 
owner, on Dec. 5, 1927, was granted 


a second reversal today and a third} 


trial was ordered by Division No. 2 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. 
The reversal was because of error 
by St. Louis Circuit Court in ex- 


cluding some defense evidence. 

This ruling sets aside a life sen- 
tence imposed on Pierson on his 
second conviction in May, 1933, be- 
fore Circuit Judge Hoffmeister. His 
first conviction, in January, 1931, 
which also was reversed by the 
Supreme Court, carried a death 
sentence, 

The State charged the hotel fire, 
in which seven lives were lost, was 
the result of an arson conspiracy to 
collect insurance on the building. 

Point of Error Found. 

The reversal today was ordered 
on the ground of prejudicial error 
by the trial court in refusing to 
permit the defense to introduce ex- 
pert medical testimony designed to 
show that a state witness, Mrs. 
Blanche Kaune, who could not be 
produced at the second trial be- 
cause she had been committeed to 
a state hospital for the insane, act- 
ually was insane when she testi- 
fied at the first trial. 

The trial court permitted the 
prosecution to read to the jury in 
the second trial, the transcript of 
testimony by Mrs. Kaune, a for- 
mer real estate agent, in the first 
trial, which tended to show a mo- 
tive on the part of Pierson to 
commit the alleged arson, to col- 
lect insurance. She testified con- 
cerning financial difficulties of the 
hotel owners. 

The defense contended the testi- 
mony it proposed to offer was in- 
tended to impeach Mrs. Kaune’s 
testimony in the first trial, on the 
theory she was suffering from de- 
mentia praecox at the time she 
testified in the first trial and 
therefore was not capable of giv- 
ing trustworthy testimony at the 
time. 

Opinion by Commissioner Cooley. 

Commissioner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion, held that 
this testimony should have been 
admitted, and that its exclusion 
constituted reversible error. This 
was the sole ground for reversing 
the conviction and remanding the 
case for a third trial. All of the 
Judges of Division No. 2 concurred 
in the opinion. 

Commissioner Cooley said that the 
State, in paving the way for read- 
ing at the second trial of the tes- 
timony given by Mrs. Kaune at the 
first trial, offered testimony that 
Mrs. Kaune had been adjudged in- 
sane and at the time of the second 
trial was an inmate of the State 
hospital for insane at Farmington. 
Dr. E. F. Hoctor, superintendent of 
the hospital, testified for the State, 
that Mrs. Kaune was suffering 
from dementia praecox, a progres- 
sive mental disease. At the time 
he was testifying he said he did 
not believe she could give testimony 
that could be relied on. 

The trial court overruled defense 
objections to reading of Mrs. 
Kaune’s previous testimony, at the 
second trial. 

Question for Jury to Decide. 

“Regardless of the question of 
the competency of the witness to 
testify at the time she gave her 
testimony,” Commissioner Cooley 
said, “the fact, if a fact, that she 
was then suffering from a disease, 
progressive in character, which had 
then begun to undemine her men- 
tality and render her incapable or 
less capable of giving a trustworthy 
account of matters about which 
she testified, as defendant proposed 
to prove, would have a bearing on 
the question of the weight to be 
given her testimony — a question 
which the jury had the right and 
duty to determine” 

He recalled that the evidence 
showed that Mrs. Kaune had been 
placed in an institution for treat- 
ment, on account of a mental de- 
rangement, within a month after 
she testified at the first trial. 

The Commissioner overruled all

WRONG TIME FOR TAX 
ACTION, SENATORS SAY 


Hastings Asserts Poor Job Is 
Certain, Copeland Supports 
Recess Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Attack- 
ing the administration’s tax pro- 
gram in the Senate today, Senator 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware, ex- 
pressed belief that President Roose- 
velt is “much more interested in 
changing the social order than he 
is in raising revenue.” 

He declared the proposed levies 
are “punitive” and “clearly intend- 
ed as such.” 

Discussing his resolution to post- 
pone consideration of new taxes 
until a special session in November, 
the Delaware Senator said a tax 
bill could not be worked out “ade- 
quately” with Congress in its pres- 
ent state of mind. 

“The fact that we are worn out, 
our patience almost exhausted, 
makes certain that we shall do a 
poor job,” he said. 

Hastings added that higher levies 
on wealthy individuals and corpora- 
tions and new taxes on inherited 
wealth would not put “our financial 
affairs in order” even after ex- 
penses were cut to the bone. Sena- 
tor Copeland (Dem.), New York, 
supported Hastings’ appeal for a 
summer recess. 

“Congress is not in physical con- 
dition to legislate at this time,” the 
Senator-physician from New York 
insisted. Moreover, he added, “to 
force now on the country a radical 
change in our tax structure will 
add to the discomfort of industry.” 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, joined their plea for a 
summer recess. 

The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was forced today to suspend 
its hearings on the President's tax 
program until tomorrow, owing to 
the failure of witnesses to appear. 
Five persons were on the witness 
calendar when the committee met, 
but none answered when their 
names were called. They included 
Chester H. Gray of the American

SENATORS ATTACK BILL 
10 BAR GOLD SUITS 


Administration Measure Re- 
ferred to as ‘Repudiation’ 
at Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings encountered 
rough going today before the Sen- 
ate committee hearing on the ad- 
ministration bill forbidding suits 
against the Government to recover 
because of losses sustained by de- 
valuation of the dollar. 

Suggestions of “repudiation” and 
“broken promises” were made by 
half a. dozen members of the com- 
mittee, including two former Trea- 
sury Secretaries—Senators Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, and McAdoo 
(Dem.), California. 

The Attorney-General upheld the 
question involved on the ground 
that the monetary policy was “in 
the public interest.” 

The proposed legislation would 
close the courts to damage suits 
from holders of Government gold- 
clause obligations. 

Franklin W. Fort, Newark bank- 
er, told a House committee mean- 
while that the legislation would 
“shake the United States credit.” 

It would, he said, delegate “to the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment an absolute power to interpret 
the laws of Congress relating to its 
bonds, without supervision or con- 
trol, save through impeachment.’ 

A former Republican member of 
Congress, Fort also headed the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank board under 
former President Hoover.

LONDON, July 11—Sir Samuel 


Hoare, Foreign Secretary, declared 
before the House of Commons to 
day that he did not feel Italy’s 
need for expansion and complaints 
against Ethiopia were sufficient 
‘cause for plunging into war.

‘expansion,” Sir Samuel said.

He pledged that England would 
not abandon “any reasonable 
chance which may offer itself for 
helping prevent a disastrous war.”

“It has sometimes been suggest- 
ed, however, that the United States 
made offers to us and we refused 
them. There is no fgundation for 
this criticism.

HOUSE APPROVES 
TVA BILL IN FORM 
PRESIDENT WANTS 


Legislation to Broaden 
Power of Agency Now 
Goes Back to Senate for 
Concurrence. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—After 
eliminating every major provision 
objectionable to President Roose- 
velt, the House today passed legis- 
lation to broaden the power of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The vote on final passage was an- 
nounced as 277 to 100. 

It now goes back to the Senate 
for action on amendments added by 
the House. The differences prob- 
ably will be adjusted by a confer- 
ence committee representing the 
Senate and House. 

Twice before the final TVA vote 
the House affirmed its action in 
eliminating a clause that would 
have given TVA a limited time in 
which to work out a self-sustaining 
power development. 

Andrews’ Motion Beaten. 

By a 90 to 38 standing vote and 
again by a 274 to 102 roll call it 
voted down a motion by Repre- 
sentative Andrews (Rep.), New 
York, to send the measure back to 
the Military Committee with in- 
structions to insert language that 
would have forbidden the agency 
after July 1, 1938, to sell power and 
chemicals below production costs. 
The TVA bill, written to bolster 
and broaden the Valley agency's 
scope, had been drastically rewrit- 
ten by hostile House committeemen 
before it came to the voting stage 
yesterday. 
Amendments Adopted. 

Swiftly, the Roosevelt men suc- 
ceeded in writing in these amend- 
ments: 

To delete a clause saying 
TVA must sell power or chem- 
icals at not less than cost after 
July 7, 1937, adopted 98 to 67. 

To let TVA operate without ab- 
lute control by the Comptroller-

Adopted 162 to 120. 

To delete a section preventing 
the agency from constructing 
power lines paralleling existing 
private ones. Adopted 237 to 145. 

To let the Authocity decide 
whether private interests may 
build dams or appurtenant works 
on the Tennessee River or tribu- 
taries. Adopted by a voice vote.

Judge in Kansas Asks “You Are Not 
Hurt If You Pass Tax Along, 
Are You?”

DENVER, July 11.—Twenty-four 
Kansas processors were denied a 
restraining order against collection 
of the processing tax on wheat by 
Federal Judge J. Foster Symes yes- 
terday. Because they cannot ap- 
peal from denial of a restraining 
order, the processors announced 
through attorneys that they imme- 
diately would bring injunction pro- 
ceedings, a type of action on which 
they can appeal if necessary. 
Judge Symes refused to issue the 
order after 8. S. Alexander, United 
States Attorney for Kansas, pro- 
duced an old Federal statute which 
forbids Federal courts from issuing 


restraining orders in connection 
with tax collections. 
The processors, ,however, were 


given the assurance that Judge 
Symes would issue an order pre- 
venting them from being assessed 
penalties on delinquent payments. 

Constitutionality of the process- 
ing tax act did not figure in the 
ruling. 


' Attorneys for the Kansans had con- 


tended that the processing tax pro- 
visions of the AAA were unconsti- 
tutional. 

When the processors told Judge 
Symes that the tax is discrimina- 


tory because it is levied against 


the processors for the benefit of 
the farmers, the Federal Judge re- 
plied: “You are not hurt, are you, 
if you pass the tax along?” The 
Kansas attorneys insisted the proc- 
essors were not able to shunt the 
levy to the consumer. 


LAURA INGALLS TRYING TO SET 
EAST-TO-WEST FLIGHT RECORD 


Woman’s Transcontinental Mark 
Was Made by Amelia Earhart 
in West-to-East Crossing. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 11.—Laura In- 
galls took off for Burbank, Cal., to- 
day in a low-winged monoplane 
with the hope of setting a transcon- 
tinental speed record for women. 
Her plane left Floyd Bennett air- 
port at 4:31:30 a. m., after a run of 
2500 feet on a 3100-foot runway. 

The trip, if successful, will be the 
first East-to-West non-stop flight 
by a woman. The woman’s trans- 
continental record of 17 hours 7 
minutes and 30 seconds was set 
West-to-East by Amelia Earhart on 
July 8, 1933. Prevailing winds fa- 
vor the West-to-East flights. 

Because of the plane’s heavy load, 
F. William Zelcer, Aviation Com- 
missioner of New York, forbade her 
to use the long runway. She turned 
angrily to Capt. Kenneth Behr, 
manager of the airport and official 
timer for the NAA, and complained:

The Effects of Dodging. 
“The court will only declare a law 
invalid where its unconstitutional- 
ity is clear, while the lawmaker 
may very well hesitate to vote for 
a bill if of doubtful constitution- 
ality because of the wisdom of 
keeping clearly within the funda- 
mental law. The custom of legis- 
lators and executives having any 
legislative function to remit to the 
courts entire and ultimate respon- 
sibility as to the constitutionality 
of the measure which they take 
part in passing is an abuse which 
tends to put the court constantly 
in opposition to the Legislature and 
the executive, and, indeed, to the 
popular supporters of unconstitu- 
tional laws. If, however, the legis- 
lators and the executives had at- 
tempted to do their duty this bur- 
den of popular disapproval would 
have been lifted, or, at least, con- 
siderably lessened. 

“For these reasons, and in spite 
of the popular approval for this 
bill, I have not felt justified in sign- 
ing it, because I feel that under 
principles of proper constitutional 
construction it violates the inter- 
state commerce clause of our fun- 
damental law. 

“IT am sustained in the view I 
have taken by the judgment and 
opinion of Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham, which contains an elab- 
orate discussion of the question and 
considers in detail the issues which 
have been raised in the congres- 
sional debates and elsewhere.” 
Chief Justice White wrote the 
opinion of the court and Justice 
Holmes and Van Devanter dissent- 
ed without opinions. White made 
it clear in his opinion that the ex- 
ceptional nature of liquor made it 
peculiarly subject to Federal regu- 
lation. 

“The fact that regulations of 
liquor,” the Chief Justice said, 
“have been upheld in numberless in- 
stances which would have been re- 
pugnant to the great guaranties of 
the Constitution but for the en- 
larged right possessed by the Gov- 
ernment to regulate liquor has nev- 
er, that we are aware of, been tak- 
en as a basis for the thought that 


Government might exert an  eén- 
larged power as to subjects, to 
which, under the constitutional 


guaranties, such enlarged powers 
could not be applied. In other 
words, the exceptional nature of the 
subject here regulated is the basis 
upon which exceptional power ex- 
erted must rest, and affords no 
ground for any fear that such pow- 
er may be constitutionally extend- 
ed to things which it may not, con- 


 sistently with the guaranties of the

Former Washington U. Profes- 
sor to Direct Institute of 
Medical Research.

NEW YORK, July 11.—Dr. Her- 
bert Spencer Gasser, formerly pro- 
fessor of pharmacology at Wash- 
ington University Medical School, 
St. Louis, has been named director 
of the Rockefeller Institute for 


Medical Research, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

He succeeds Dr. Simon Flexner, 
director of the Institute since it was 
established in 1903. Dr. Flexner re- 
tired to write a biography of the 
late Dr. William H. Welch, who was 
chairman of the Institute’s board of 
scientific directors. 

Since 1931, when he left St. Louis, 
Dr. Gasser has been professor of 
physiology and director of the phy- 
siological laboratories of Cornell 
University Medical College here. 

Dr. Gasser’s principal research 
has been in the field of transmis- 
sion of nerve impulses. In collabo- 
ration with Dr. Joseph Erlanger he 
devised an instrument which made 
possible visual perception of im- 
pulses traveling along a nerve. Last 
year he was elected to the National 
Academy of Science in recognition 
of his work on nerve impulses. 

He was born at Platteville, Wis., 
47 years ago, and was’. graduated 
from Wisconsin University with the 
degrees of A. B. and M. A. In 1915 
he obtained his medical degree from 
Johns Hopkins University and the 
following year he went to Wash- 
ington University as instructor in 
physiology. In 1921 he became pro- 
fessor of pharmacology.

History of the Case. 

Pierson, 57 years old, was a mi- 
nority stockholder in the company 
owning the hotel, at the time of the 
fire. Since his second conviction 
he has been confined in the peni- 
tentiary here, and has been assigned 
to duty as a clerk in the Parole 
Commissioner’s office. 

His first conviction, which carried 
a death sentence, was reversed by 
the Supreme Court, and a second 
trial ordered, on Dec. 14, 1932. The 
reversal was based on prejudicial 
errors by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
John L. Sullivan, in cross-examina- 
tion of Pierson when he was testify- 
ing in his own behalf, and in argu- 
ment before the jury. 

Lewis E. Balson, associated with 
Pierson in ownership of the hotel, 
was acquitted of a charge of partici- 
pation in the alleged arson conspir- 
acy, vn a directed verdict. 

Andrew B. Meadows, night watch- 
man at the hotel, who confessed 
that he had entered into the con- 
spiracy, and who was charged with 
starting the fire, was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to death. The

CHIEFS OF POLICE ASSAIL 
CRIMINAL PAROLE ‘ABUSES’ 


Convention Urges That Society Be 
Considered Rather Than Indi- 
vidual Lawbreaker.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 11.— 
The International Association of 
Chiefs of Police urged today that 
parole authorities consider the wel- 
fare of society rather than the 
criminal] in releasing prisoners. In 
a resolution adopted without com- 
ment or opposition, the association 
noted that parole in “proper” cases 
is desirable, but “abuses,” by which 
dangerous criminals have been 
freed, have “amounted to a travesty 
of justice.” 

The association also adopted a 
resolution indorsing the Kerr bill 
before Congress which provides for 
the deportation of aliens who have 
entered illegally, who have been con- 
victed of crime or who should be 
deported in the public interest.” The 
American Bar Association’s cam- 
paign to purge itself of “undesirable 
members” was given the associa- 
tion’s approval and an offer of help. 

Other resolutions praised Attor- 
ney-General Homer S. Cummings 
for “untiring work” and J. Edgar 
Hoover for making the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation “one of the 
finest law enforcement organiza- 
tions in the world.”

Kan- 
sas City, Mo., was chosen for the 
next convention.

AMERICAN FAN DANCER 
LANDS IN PARIS COURT 


Question Is Whether Her ‘Art’ 
Endangers French Morals— 
Judge Defers Ruling. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 11—Miss Joan War- 
ner, American nude dancer, went 
on trial today on a charge of of- 
fending the morals of Paris. 

The Judge announced there would 
be no debate as to whether her 
dance, against which the Associa- 
tion for the Increase of the French 
Population protested, was obscene 
or artistic. He said it was artistic 
and that the case would be based 
solely on the question of whether 
the dancer’s “antics” were a danger 
to public morals. 

The courtroom was packed. M. 
Bauverat, vice-president of the as- 
sociation, asked for the condemna- 
tion of all nude dancing in Paris. 
He urged that Miss Warner be 
made an example. 

“Since Hitler suppressed nude 
dancing in Germany, the Nazi birth 
rate has risen 35,000 a year,” he 
said. 

Witnesses for Defense. 

Miss Warner’s witnesses included 
the French flyers, Paul Codos and 
Raymond Delmotte; the painter, 
Maurice Deviaminck. and the Dutch 
zoology professor, Hoogan. 

The Judge forbade the taking of 
motion pictures of the trial and ad- 
journed the case until all cameras 
and sound apparatus had been re- 
moved from the courtroom. 

Henry Torres, attorney for the 
defense, suggested that his client 
dance nude in the courtroom to 
prove “in the interests of justice” 
that the dance was all art. The 
Judge, however, demurred, answer- 
ing: “Despite the fact that it is a 
hot day, it cannot be done, for I 
am afraid I would have to allow 
the spectators to strip, too.” 

Torres said: “Miss Warner's 
dance in Paris is a good deal clean- 
er than those done in Chicago to- 
day. There is propaganda in Amer- 
ica against tourists coming to 
France on the grounds that they 
would be contaminated. Let’s set 
them right.” 

Miss Warner has insisted that her 
fan dances, chain dances, cartwheel 
dances and such, all of which leave 
the dancer in advanced stages of 
nudity, are artistic. 

Born in Pennsylvania. 

A native of Narbeth, Pa., Miss 
Warner came to Paris first to per- 
form a fan dance in one of the city’s 
burlesque shows which advertise ex- 
hibitions “like those in the New 
York burlesques.” 

After several months abroad, she 
began to devise new dances, They 
proved popular and so did the danc- 
er.

4513 TRAFFIC ARRESTS 
IN CITY DURING JUNE 


Maj. Lambert Prepares Re- 
port—Campaign to Be Con- 
tinued Indefinitely. 


Arrests for traffic violations dur- 
ing June totaled 4513, according to 
a report prepared by Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert, vice-president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. Maj. 
Lambert said the current campaign 
by the Police Department for safe 
driving was not intended to per- 
secute drivers, but to impress therm 
with the necessity of observing the 


law. The campaign, he said, will 
be continued indefinitely. 

Speeding accounted for 753 of the 
arrests. For passing boulevard, 
playground, school and other stop 
signs, 1200 drivers were arrested, 
and 129 were arrested for violating 
electric traffic signals. 

There were 469 arrests for care- 
less driving, and 32 for driving 
while intoxicated. Failure to keep 
close to the right curb caused the 
arrest of 258 drivers and driving 
through or to the left of safety 
zones resulted in the arrest of 56. 

Other arrests were classified in 
Maj. Lambert’s report as follows: 
Failure to give the right of way to 
emergency vehicles, 6; “U” turns, 
25; defective mufflers, 25; no city 
license, 416; driving left of street 
cars, 27; driving in wrong direction 
on one-way streets, 17; defective 
headlights, 103; improper parking, 
269; view of driver obstructed 116. 
In addition, 618 arrests were lumped 
under the “miscellaneous” heading.

DETAINED IN KILLING 


Says Mother-in-Law of Chicago 
Man Had Him Trailed and 
Made Threats. 


CHICAGO, July 11.—Mrs. Blanche 
Dunkel, 43-year-old grandmother, 
was put under police guard today 
in her hospital room for further 
questioning about the killing of her 
son-in-law, Ervin Lang, 28, whose 
legless torso was found Tuesday in 
a swamp near Hammond, Ind.

After Millie’s. death (Lang’s wife 
died Dec. 20) he began to run 
around. I told him not to, that he 
ought to respect her memory more. 

“Once I ordered him out of the 


house, but he cried and begged me 
to take him back, so I did.” 


She said the assertion she had 
her nephew, Russell Anderson, 24, 
also in custody, trail Lang, was 
ridiculous.” 

The mutilated body was identi- 
fied as Lang’s by clothing. He was 
reported missing last Saturday by 
Miss McKinley after he failed to 
make an expected telephone call. 


A doctor signed a.certificate per- 
mitting Mrs. Dunkel’s removal to 
the town hall police station, and she 
was taken there to be questioned at 
greater length. 


She told interviewers she was 
born in Jerseyville, Ill., daughter of 
a farmer, Milo Cope. She said she 
was married four times. She said 
she obtained a divorce five years 
ago from William Dunkel and im- 
mediately came to Chicago, where 
she became linen keeper in a hos- 
pital.

TO SAFEGUARD NEWS SOURCES 


Not Necessary, Legally Unsound and 
Might Lead to Abuses, Gov- 
ernor Declares, 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 11.— 
Gov. Horner vetoed today the bill 
providing that newspaper men 
should not be compelled to disclose 
their sources of information before 
courts, juries and other tribunals. 
The bill was sponsored by Repre- 
sentative F. W. Lewis, Robinson 
newspaper publisher. In his veto 
message, Horner said: 

“There are certain relations such 
as between clergyman and _indi- 
vidual parishioner, physician and 
patient and attorney and _ client, 
which have for a long time been 
recognized as confidential to such 
an extent that in many jurisdictions 
the admissability of testimony of 
conversations and facts resulting in 
the relation is denied or limited. ... 
This bill proposed that newspaper 
reporters and representatives be 
given a similar privilege. There is, 
however, no analogy between a re- 
porter and the source of his infor- 
mation and the confidential rela- 
tionships mentioned above.” 

Acknowledging that “the liberty 
of the press. is one of our most cher- 
ished possessions,” Horner said the 
bill wasn’t necessary and “in my 
opinion, disregards sound legal prin- 
ciples, has no basis in justice and 
might lead to great abuses.”

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SOLIDIFIED GASOLINE 
USED SUCCESSFULLY 


Runs Ordinary Engine and Tests 
More Efficient Than Ordin- 
~ ary Fuel. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 11.—Gasoline 
solidified to look like a piece of 
cheese was used successfully to 
run an ordinary gasoline engine in 
tests announced yesterday at the 
Guggenheim School of Aeronautics, 
New York University. 

The tests followed an eight-year 
search for a safety gasoline, some- 
thing non-explosive, which will do 
the same work as liquid gasoline. 

In the simple test engine’ the 
hard gasoline was more efficient 
than ordinary gasoline, under the 
same running conditions. This was 
announced only as a good sign, and 
not as a prediction. 

It will not explode. A piece of 
it the size of a butter pat was stuck 
on the end of a knife. A lighted 
match was held close, its flame 
almost touching. Nothing hap- 
pened. 

When the flame made contact, 
the hard gas lighted as quickly and 
easily as a sheet of paper. It 
burned as briskly, but was ex- 
tinguished more easily. A good 
breath blew out the flame. 

The tests were made under di- 
rection of Dr. Alexander Klemin, 
director of the school. They were 
conducted by A. N. Troshkin, The 
hard gasoline was invented by 
Adolph Prussin, of New York. 

The cheese-like stuff is the latest 
in a series of more than agree 
batches of hydrocarbons which he 
has hardened in the search for an 
efficient, hard gasoline. 

The test engine is four-cycle; 
compression ratio, 5.2 to 1; bore 
2% inches; stroke 3% inches. 

The cake of gasoline was en- 
closed in a jacket, heated by the 
engine exhaust, the exhaust was 
pre-heated by operating the engine 
first with ordinary gasoline. A spe- 
cial carburetor was used. 

“The new system functioned very 
well,” the report, signed by Klemin 
and Troshkin states, “and permitted 
continuous operation on solid fuel 


for periods varying from 10 to 50) 


minutes with varying loads.”

taken as the basis for assuming 
that a similar saving will be ob- 
tained in large engines—with an 
efficient system of liquid carbure- 
tion—the difference in fuel econ- 
omy between liquid and solid gaso- 
line may be very small.” 


The inventor says it costs a quar- 
ter-cent a gallon to change ordinary 
gasoline into solid form. He says 
any kind of gasoline can be so al- 
tered. If there is lead in gasoline, 
it precipitates out. 

Prussin says that no lead or 
other materials. are needed with 
solid gasoline, because, he says, 
there is greater efficiency, better 
mixing with the air, by the fumes 
which come directly from the hard 
gasoline. 

The new, cheese-like stuff does 
not liquefy at all, but changes di- 
rectly into fumes. 


The hard stuff can be stored in 
open air with an evaporation loss 
figured by the inventor at three- 
quarters of 1 per cent a month. 

Sealed in a cardboard box, it will, 
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he says, suffer no evaporation in 
10 years, nor any deterioration. 
He says that the lack of ready 


evaporation is overcome sufficiently 
in operation by the suction from 
the engine, which produces a par- 
tial vacuum.

‘BILL AGAINST SLOW DRIVING 
SIGNED BY ILLINOIS GOVERNOR 


Motorist Shall Not Impede the “Nor- 
mal and Reasonable Move- 
ment of Traffic.”

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July MM. — 
Gov. Horner signed a bill yesterday 
providing that no person shall drive 
an automobile so slowly as to im- 
pede the “normal and reasonable 
movement of traffic.” 

To violate the law is a misde- 
meanor. The only exception to the 
provision is “when reduced speed 
is necessary for the safe operation 
or in compliance with the law.” 

The Governor vetoed a bill to re- 
peal the 45-mile-an-hour speed limit 
on highways on the ground that re- 
moval of all restrictions would be 
an invitation to recklessness. The 
present law makes speed above 45 
miles an hour prima facie evidence 
of negligence, in case of accident.

Azucar, with $117,900, continues 
to hold the lead in the handicap 
money-winning race, with Head 
Play, which has gone lame, second 
with $54,125. Discovery is third 
with $33,550, King Saxon fourth 
with $33,295, Top Row fifth with 
$26,330, and Identify sixth with $24,- 
145.

When it comes to speed in build- 
ing race tracks, the honors go to 
New England. Narragansett Park,

Boxthorn added $4350 to 
the treasury of the famous Ken- 
tucky Colonel and his pari-mutuel 
supporters received $3.80, $3.40 and

Soviets Vote to Modernize Moscow, 
Enlarging and Rebuilding City 


Ten-Year Program to Provide Capital With 6 
Boulevards, 6 Hotels, 50 Theaters, 500 Schools, 
17 Hospitals and 9 Department Stores. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 11.—TWe Council 
of Commissars and the Central 


Committee with the support of Dic- 
tator Stalin, approved yesterday a 
10-year plan for the reconstruction 
of Moscow. 


The new program, which Stalin 
said last night would start in Janu- 
ary, will convert Moscow into an 
ultra-modern capital for 5,000,000. 
The present population is about 3, 
600,000. The plan includes expan- 
sion of the city area from 71,250 
acres to 150,000 acres, construction 
of boulevards, replacement of an- 
tiquated buildings, and erection of 
six hotels of 4000 rooms. each, 50 
movie houses, 500 schools, 17 hos- 
pitals and nine department stores. 


Each of six new boulevards will 
be 120 feet wide. Other streets will 
be widened and all cobblestone 


pavements will be eliminated. New 
apartment buildings will be six to 
14 stories high. 

Red Square will be doubled in 
size, a six-mile zone of forests and 
parks will surround the city and 
the banks of the Moscow and Yauza 
rivers will be lined with granite 
throughout their entire courses 
through the city. 

Further industrialization of Mos- 
@ow is forbidden and all new fac- 
tories will be outside the city lim- 
its. 

In adopting this program the 
Council of Commissars and Central 
Committee rejected two others. 

One of the rejected plans would 
have provided for destruction of the 
present city and erection of a new 
one on the same site. The other 
called for preservation of Moscow 
as a memorial and construction of 
a new city nearby.

BALDWIN IN COMMONS 


‘That’s Not True,’ Prime Min- 
ister Shouts to Charge Con- 
cerning Young MacDonald. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 12.—George Lans- 
bury, leader of the Labor opposi- 
tion, and Tom Smith, Labor mem- 
ber, attacked Prime Minister Stan- 
ley Baldwin and his cabinet in the 
House of Commons yesterday. 

Lansbury accused Baldwin of “po- 
litical dishonesty” in picking cab- 
inet members “not for ability but 
just to represent the various sec- 
tions of the National Government.” 

Baldwin denied Commons’. right 
to challenge or interfere. The Prime 
Minister, he said, had complete and 
absolute right to organize a cabinet 
as he pleased. 

Lansbury and Smith turned espe- 
cially bitter fire on Capt. Anthony 
Eden, for whom the cabinet post of 
Secretary for League of Nations Af- 
fairs was created, and Malcolm 
MacDonald, son of former Prime 
Minister MacDonald, whom Bald- 
win named Secretary for Colonies. 

Lansbury asserted both appoint- 
ments were unfair and unnecessary, 
saying the elder MacDonald’s shift 
from Prime Minister to Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council and his son’s 
appointment to an office paying 
£5000 (almost $25,000) annually 
“leaves a very ugly taste in the 
mouth.” 

In reply to Lansbury’s criticism 
of Eden, Baldwin said Eden’s post 
was only temporary, an “experi- 
ment” in dividing tasks of the 
Foreign Office between Eden and 
Foreign Secretary Sir Samuel 
Hoare because “there have never 
been more matters for this coun- 
try, Europe and the world than ex- 
ist today in foreign affairs.” 

“I think it (Eden’s post) will ex- 
ist about another 12 months,” he 
said. 

Smith charged that young Mac- 
Donald got the colonies post be- 
cause his father demanded it of 
Baldwin as the price of the recent 
cabinet reconstruction. 

Baldwin leaped to his feet. 
“That’s not true!” he shouted. 

Lansbury referred sardonically to 
Sir John Simon’s_ recently-ended 
service as Foreign Minister, asking 
Baldwin whether he agreed “with 
those who say Simon proved him- 
self the worst Foreign Minister in 
modern times.” He asked: “Is 
that the reason why he was switched 
to the home office?” 


PAINTING OF KING GEORGE 
GIFT TO AMERICAN PEOPLE 


Roosevelt Accepts Portrait From 
British Ambassador for 
National Gallery.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today accepted on 
behalf of the people of the United 
States a portrait of King George V 
of Great Britain from Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the British Ambassador. 
‘In presenting the painting, Am- 
bassador Lindsay said: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, on behalf of the artist, Mr. 
Frank Salisbury of the British 
Royal Academy, and with consent 
of the King, I have the honor today 
of offering for your acceptance, on 
behalf of the American people, this 
portrait of His Majesty, King 
Georve V.” 

The President announced the 
painting would be hung in the Na- 
tional Gallery here. Salisbury, the 
artist, recently painted the Presi- 
dent. 


DUTCH SUBMARINE HOME 
FROM 23,000-MILE TRIP 


Voyage, Said to Be Longest Ever 
Made by Undersea Craft, Was

AMSTERDAM, July 11. — The 
Dutch submarine K-18 arrived yes- 
terday from Serabo, Dutch New 
Guinea, completing what was said 
to be the longest voyage ever made 
by an undersea craft.

AUSTRIAN HEIMWERR 
GUOL 10 HAPSBURGS 


Starhemberg’s Followers Open- 
ly Opposing Movement 
Toward Restoration. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, July 11—Dissension 
over the pro-Hapsburg tendencies 
of the Austrian Government became 
noticeable today among members 
of the Fascist Heimwehr (home 
guard), headed by Prince Starhem- 
berg, Vice-Chancellor. The Tyro- 
lese Heimwehr leader, Albert Scho- 
ber, has warned Legitimists blunt- 
ly that they are disregarding dan- 
ger signals. 

The bitter feelings of many Heim- 
wehr men were disclosed by pub- 
lication of a speech by Schober to 
a home guard meeting at Inns- 
bruck. He called attention to 
warnings by Starhemberg that the 
Hapsburg restoration problem is 
full of dynamite and is likely to re- 
sult in invasion of Austria if a 
solution is attempted hastily. 

Criticises Legitimists. 

He criticised Legitimists who, he 
said, have been casting doubts on 
the patriotism of the Heimwehr 
men because they are lukewarm 
toward restoration. 

“We protest against efforts to 

label us as weaker patriots or even 
traitors because many of us can- 
not feel as much enthusiasm for 
the idea of a Hapsburg monarchy 
as others,” he asserted. “We de- 
cidedly resent attempts by Legiti- 
mists—who would not be allowed 
to show their heads today if we 
had not saved them—to destroy the 
Heimwehr and on the ruins of the 
avowed militant organization build 
up their dreams. 
“Let those beware whose habit it 
is to call. the Heimwehr men of 
proven courage and patriotism 
‘mutineers’ and ‘radicalinskis’ be- 
cause they are not outspoken Le- 
gitimists.” 

Strong Feeling in Tyrol. 

The anti-Hapsburg feeling in the 
Heimwehr appeared strongest in 
the Tyrol, where Starhemberg’s 
subordinates insist they will carry 
a message to the people regardless 
of a recent order barring all 
speeches and political gatherings 
between now and Sept. 15. 
Complicating the situation in that 
province is the tendency of Le- 
gitimist activities against the Heim- 
wehr to strengthen that section of 
the organization in favor of recon- 
ciliation with Germany. 
The Federal Diet passed unani- 
mously yesterday a law revoking 
the banishment of the former rul- 
ing house and restoring its seized 
properties. 


GREEK MONARCHY PLEBISCITE 


Assembly Votes for Election in Res- 
toration Proposal. 

ATHENS, July 11.—The Greek 
Assembly passed a Government bill 
yesterday for a plebiscite on the

MEXICO, D. F., July 11. — The 
Government of President Lazapo 
Cardenas inaugurated today a pro- 
gram intended to improve the so- 
cial and economic conditions of the 
Mexican peasant class. 

Instructing the National Revolu- 
tionary party to form a confedera- 
tion of 900,000 farmers who have 
received land from the Government, 
the President pledged passage of 
laws to insure farmers against crop 
losses, and said that peasants would 
get accident and life insurance. 


Of the peasant confederation, 
Cardenas said: 

“Formation of this organization 
will, in the political order, provide 
small land holders protection from 
the grave injuries caused by sterile 
personalistic struggles; in the eco- 
nomic order it will definitely ‘free 
them from the disorganization and 
misery in which they are living; in 
the social order it will raise them 
to an active factor capable of ob- 
taining the conquests for which we 
have been struggling.” 


The National Revolutionary party 
will supervise formation of the or- 
ganization and will draw up the 
new insurance bills. After groups 
have been formed in the various 
states, a national convention will 
be held to formulate a definite pro- 
gram. 

The Presidents’ order was inter- 
preted as indicating that a new 
policy, concentrating on improving 
the lot of the farming class which 
makes up more than two-thirds of 
the country’s population of 16,000,- 
000, would be pursued by the Gov- 
ernment, in contrast to the pro- 
gram of former President Plutarco 
Elias Calles. , 

Gen. Calles, who retired from pol- 
itics four weeks ago after a dis- 
pute with Cardenas, supported a 
program beneficial to workers and 
encouraging to small industry. Al- 
though the agrarian program was 
not forgotten, there was no partic- 
ular effort in behalf of the peas- 
ants. 


CHINESE RED ARMY REMNANTS

SAVINGS BANK RULES 
IMPOSED IN BELGIUM 


Depositories Placed Under 
Strict Regulation by Royal 
Decree. 


By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, July 11.—The gov- 
ernment, by royal decree, put most 
of Belgium's savings banks under 
strict regulation yesterday in an 
effort to prevent recurrence of con- 
ditions such as led to the collapse 
of several important banks in 1934 
and early this year. 

Onyl five large depositories—the 
National Bank, the National Sav- 
ings Bank, the Congo Bank, the 
National Society for Industrial 
Credit and the Caisse Centrale de 
la Petite Epargne (Central Sav- 
ings Bank for Small Depositors)— 
were exempted. 

The control measures, another 
step in the government’s financial 
reconstruction following on the 
recent devaluation of the belga, 


were approved by the _ affected 
banks in March when the govern- 
ment was in the midst of its de- 
valuation struggles. 

Under the decree: 

Operations of deposit banks are 
placed under control of eight 
commissioners selected by the 
bankers, the National Bank and 
the newly created Institute for 
Rediscount Guarantee. 


The committee will survey rela- 
tions between paid-in capital, 
amounts deposited, and invest- 
ments. 

Banks must submit monthly 
statements to the National Bank 
and publish yearly balance sheets. 

Legal reserves of the banks 
must comprise state, communal 
or provincial debentures, or de- 
bentures of state-controlled bod- 
ies. 

“Revisors” elected by the share- 
holders, who may not engage in 
general banking business, will 
supervise compliance with the 
decree and be responsible to the 
committee. 

A bank board member may not 
be a member of a board of a 
commercial or industrial society. 

All publicity expenses of banks 
must be of a “strictly commercial 
character.” 

Criticism that the regulatory pro- 
posal was a Socialist measure to 
establish control over private  in-

ROME, Italy, July 11.—John Les 
lie Matson, carrying a Canadian 
passport but believed to be a citizen 
of the United States, was brought 
before the penal tribunal today on 
charges of passing false travelers’ 
checks of the American Express Co. 
He already has served nine months.

22 and court authorities indicated 
he probably would be deported, as 
he had not committed any crime 
in Italy. His passport was indorsed 
at Vancouver but records from 
Washington indicated he probalby 
was from Texas.

‘PRIEST SEIZED BY CHINESE 
REDS REPORTED BEHEADED 


Captured on Christmas Eve., 1933, 
He Was Killed in April, 1934, 
Friends Are Informed.

On Christmas Eve, 1933, Father 
Anselmo, an Italian priest of the 
Vincencian Order, was captured by 
Communist raiders in Kiangsi Pro- 
vince, and until last night friends 
clung to the hope he was = still 
alive.

More Railway Appraisals.

HE late Senator Robert M. La Fol-

VIEWS OF TWO PRESIDENTS. 


Last Saturday President Roosevelt sent a letter 
to the chairman of the House subcommittee before 
which the Guffey-Snyder coal bill is pending, for the 
express purpose of speeding legislative action on 
that measure. He said in part: 

I understand that questions of the constitu- 

tionality of some of the bill’s provisions have 
arisen in the subcommittee. .. . Manifestly, no 
one is in a position to give assurance that the 
proposed act will withstand constitutional tests, 
for the simple fact that you can get not 10 but a 
thousand differing legal opinions on the sub- 
ject. ...I hope your committee will not permit 
doubts as to its constitutionality, however rea- 
sonable, to block the suggested legislation. 
This unwise advice from President Roosevelt 
stands in sharp and unhappy contrast with counsel 
which came from the late William Howard Taft, 
later Chief Justice of the United States, during his 
term in the White House. Vetoing a bill because he 
felt it to be in violation of the Constitution, President 
Taft advised Congress in 1913 as follows: 

But it is said that this is a question with 
which the executive or members of Congress 
should not burden themselves to consider or de- 
cide. It is said that it should be left to the Su- 
preme Court to say whether this proposed act 
violates the Constitution. I dissent utterly from 
this proposition. ... 

The oath that the chief executive takes, and 
which each member of Congress takes, does not 
‘bind him any less sacredly to observe the Con- 
stitution than the oaths which Justices of the 
Supreme Court take. It is questionable whether 
the doubtful constitutionality of a bill ought 
not to furnish a greater reason for voting 
against the bill or vetoing it, than for the court 
to hold it invalid. 

The court will only declare a law invalid where 
its unconstitutionality is clear, while the lawmak- 
er may very well hesitate to vote for a bill of 
doubtful constitutionality because of the wisdom 
of keeping clearly within the fundamental law. 

The custom of legislators, and executives haw 
ing any legislative function, to remit to the court 
entire and ultimate responsibility as to the con- 
stitutionality of the measures which they take 
part in passing is an abuse which tends to put 
the court constantly in opposition to the legisla- 
ture and executive, and, indeed, to the popular 
supporters of unconstitutional laws. 

If, however, the legislature and the executive 
had attempted to do their duty, this burden of 
popular disapproval would have been lifted from 
the courts, or at least considerably lessened. 

The passing of 22 years has brought nothing to de- 
stroy the soundness of the Taft view. This is the 
policy which takes full account of the fundamental 
structure of our national Government, namely, that 
ours is a system of separated powers, exercised by 
distinct departments, mutually responsible for the 
well-being of the people. 

All things considered, it is no wonder that Senator 
Byrd has introduced a resolution ealling on Attor- 
ney-General Cummings to state his opinion as to the 
Guffey-Snyder bill’s constitutionality. Congress is 
entitled to know the view of the highest legal offi- 
cer in the executive branch of the Government on 
this point. 

But whether or not the Attorney-General continues 
to sidestep the issue, members of Congress have the 
excellent counsel of the veto message of President 
Taft against which to measure the advice of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
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RESULTS IN THE SAFETY CAMPAIGN. 

The value of a traffic safety campaign may best 
be judged, not by the total of arrests, but by the 
number of accidents after the drive has been in prog- 
ress for a time. The announcement that 768 ar- 
rests for speeding had been made in St. Louis in 14 
days indicates commendable vigilance by the police. 
More significant is the fact that automobile accident 
injuries requiring hospital attention decreased 30 per 
cent last week from the week before. At the same 
time, according to the announcement of Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert, vice-president of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, there was a 63 per cent de- 
crease in arrests for driving while intoxicated, and a 
52 per cent decrease in drivers fleeing from the scene 
of accidents. 

Reducing the number of motor accidents and in- 
juries is the great objective of all such safety cam- 
paigns. The figures show notable progress for St. 
Louis in this direction. If the present vigilance 
proves to be permanent, and not a spasmodic drive, 
then the authorities will be doing their duty in mak- 
ing the streets safe, and the year-end statistics will 
show as much. After all, the most effective safety 
measure is the implanting in all drivers of the 
knowledge that arrest and punishment are the cer- 
tain penalties of recklessness. 

WHY CRIME FLOURISHES. 

Nobody knows better than J. Edgar Hoover, chief 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, why crime 
flourishes in the United States. The general of the 
G-men lays a preponderant share of the blame upon 
“shyster lawyers, crooked politicians and sob-sister 
Judges.” : 

Addressing police chiefs from 600 American cities 
in Washington this week, Mr. Hoover brought a scath- 
ing indictment against the unholy triumvirate which 
has made a mockery of justice in the nation. He says 
that, if it were not for the people who guide criminals 
through the courts and bribe witnesses to defend 
them, there would be no such national scandal as 
crime has become. 

The G-men have gone into every part of the coun- 
try after criminals, and they have found conditions 
everywhere just about the same. There is a criminal 
element, and between it and society are the well- 
known impediments to justice. The most potent of 
these is the lawyer-criminal, against whom the bet- 
ter element in the profession is at long last moving 
in most of the states. The lawyer-criminal has done 
more to strip the law of its terrors than all other 
influences combined. He has the advantage of a 
criminal procedure wholly unfitted to an age in 
which crime has automobiles in which to run around 
and money with which to defend itself, 

The remedies are difficult. It is not easy to mod- 
ernize criminal procedure. As we have found in 
Missouri, there is a powerful segment of the legal 
profession which refuses to vote for any measure re- 
forming the criminal code. This malady is much 
deeper-seated than is commonly supposed. At the 
time of the Missouri crime survey, 10 years ago, when 
a most formal effort was made to bring about such 
a reform under the best possible auspices, the 
movement ended in utter rout and confusion. The 
demoralization of society had so far corrupted jus- 
tice at the roots that it was impossible to get the 
Legislature to vote for code reform. It has been so 
ever since. One session of the Legislature is like 
another. So it is in most of the states. 

The better element-of the lawyers themselves hold

the only immediate clew to a solution of this great 
problem. They can purge the profession of what Mr. 
Hoover terms “legal vermin.” The lawyer licensed 
by the state is an officer of the court. He enjoys his 
privilege by consent of the state. In Missouri, the 
bar associations have brought this matter to a most 
encouraging status. They have succeeded in estab 
lishing throughout Missouri a series of lawyer tri- 
bunals to which practitioners in the law are account- 
able and through which their offenders can be 
brought to disbarment in the Supreme Court of the 
State. 

What Mr. Hoover has just told the chiefs of police 
serves an excellent purpose. ,But the hope of the 
nation lies with the bar associations. To reform 
criminal procedure is hard enough; to rid society of 
the crooked politician is harder. The thing is to 
strike at the shyster lawyer through his own profes- 
sion, This, happily, is what we are doing. 
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MR. GREEN AND THE SUPREME COURT. 

William Green, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, told a meeting in New York yesterday 
that the recent passage of the Wagner labor disputes 
bill represented the greatest legislative victory which 
union labor in the United States had ever achieved, 
and added: 

We are willing that the Supreme Court shall 
again say that a measure sponsored by the peo- 
ple and passed by Congress is unconstitutional. 
Let them say it. 

Hither Mr. Green is here indulging in rhetoric or 
is threatening reprisals of some sort if the Supreme 
In either 
case, the tone of his remarks is indefensible. Fair- 
minded criticism of the acts of the Supreme Court is 
one thing; criticism wearing the color of an effort 
at intimidation is another thing altogether. 

The Supreme Court on more than one notable oc- 
casion in our history has stood as a bulwark against 
the invasion of minority rights guaranteed by ‘the 
Constitution. It did so, for instance, in the recent 
Scottsboro case. What if the Supreme Court should 
be confronted. with a measure, “sponsored by the 
people and passed by Congress,” seeking to diminish 
the rights of labor? In that case, we surmise, the 
present attitude of Mr. Green toward the Constitu- 
tion and the Supreme Court would undergo a com- 
plete change.

OUTCOME OF THE BRITISH PEACE BALLOT. 

The British Government now knows what the peo- 
ple think about war and peace. Forty per cent of 
the voters of England, Scotland, Wales and Northern 
Ireland have gone on record in the great peace bal- 
lot, launched six months ago by Lord Cecil on behalf 
of the League of Nations Union and now concluded 
with a total of 11,627,765 votes. It is a representa- 
tive expression, gathered by house-to-house canvass. 
With one exception, no British party has ever polled 
so large a number of votes in an election. 

On the question of all-round reduction of arma- 
ments by international agreement, 10,470,489 citizens 
voted Yes and 862,775 No. As to the abolition of mil- 
itary aircraft, 9,535,558 voted in the affirmative and 
1,689,786 against. Should the manufacture and sales 
of armaments for private profit be prohibited? Yes, 
said 10,173,329 voters; No, said 775,415. Should 
Great Britain remain a member of the League? This 
was favored by 11,090,387 ballots; opposed by 355,883. 

On the question of steps to prevent war, the voters 
were vigorous in their approval of sanctions. If one 
nation attacked another, other nations should com- 
pel it to desist by economic non-military measures 
(boycotts, etc.), in the view of 10,027,608, while 635,- 
074 opposed this step. The use of military measures 
against the offender was approved by 6,784,368; dis- 
approved by 2,351,981. 

Britain thus has sound reason for basing her peace 
policy on the League of Nations, as her officials have 
defined the policy. She also has reason for going 
farther to bring about peace than her Government 
has ventured thus far. In the words of Lord Cecil: 

This vote is a solemn declaration by a free, ed- 
ucated people of their will on vital issues which 
they feel with passionate intensity. It is for 
those who represent them in Parliament and the 

Cabinet to carry those wishes into efféct. 

The whole result of the peace ballot casts great 
illumination upon what is in the minds of the British 
people, interpreted only imperfectly, as often in other 
countries, by their political leaders and diplomats. 
What the people really think about war and peace 
has played too slight a part in the past in the de- 
cisions of leadership. The British verdict, which 
probably would be roughly approximated in a free 
ballot in any country, indicates that the voice of the 
people is for peace. 
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A 40-HOUR WEEK FOR POSTAL WORKERS. 

When the 40-hour-week bill for postoffice employes 
was before the House in April, Postmaster-General 
Farley opposed it. It is good news for postal work- 
ers that he has now thought better of it, and has re- 
versed his view. His indorsement, together with 
that of the President, should remove any doubts the 
Senate may have. The bill has already passed the 
House, and on Tuesday was approved by the Senate 
Postoffice Committee. 

The Government has urged private employers to 
keep wages up and hours down, despite the upset 
of the codes. The best way to make its appeal effec- 
tive is to set a good example. Reducing the hours of 
its largest group of workers, 235,000 strong, from 44 
to 40 per week will set a shining mark for private 
industry. 

The news of Mr. Farley’s sponsorship is particular- 
ly cheering since the 40-hour week, according to 
postoffice officials, will solve the problem of the sub- 
stitute employes. The plight of these men has been 
a serious one, since they have had only part-time 
work, and for a long period their average pay was 
only $5 a week. All these 18,000 to 20,000 employes 
will be absorbed into the regular service, it is ex- 
pected, if the bill passes. The move is justified on 
this ground alone. 

Mr. Farley bases his indorsement on the large 
surplus accumulated in the fiscal year just ended. 
The public will agree that there could be no better 
use for such a surplus than to create employment 
and improve the condition of workers. The postof- 
fice should not be viewed as a money-making insti- 
tution; if it pays its own way, its financial manage- 
ment is satisfactory. Reduction of letter postage 
from 3 to 2 cents has been promised for the time 
when revenues improve, but the public will be content 
to wait for that. in the conviction that first benefits 
are due the army of faithful postal employes.

Failure of Narcotic Control 


League of Nations has been fighting narcotic traffic for 14 years, and world 
now has more illicit drugs than ever before, writer says; 14 tons smuggled into 
U. S. annually, and one of every thousand Americans is said to be an addict; 
legal manufacture is regulated, but bootleg factories exist in many countries.

GENEVA. 
OR 14 years, the League of Nations has 
F been fighting the international narcotic 
traffic, with the net result that today it 
is estimated that there is more illicitly 
manufactured cocaine, heroin and morphine 
in the world than ever before. ° 

A score of meetings by the League's 
Opium Advisory Committee, several inter- 
national conferences, a few treaties and a 
permanent Opium Board, on which bodies 
have been represented government officials 
and narcotic and police experts of nearly 
every civilized country, have apparently ac- 
complished no more than to obtain the 
regulation and control of legally manufac- 
tured narcotics. Bootleg factories have been 
established in a dozen countries, and the 
clandestine traffic to drug addicts is esti- 
mated to have reached the astounding fig- 
ure of 14 tons yearly in the United States 
alone. 

According to official information fur 
nished the Opium Advisory Committee, one 
person out of every thousand is a drug ad- 
dict in the United States. American author 
ities also state that one out of every hun- 
dred doctors takes narcotic drugs from 
habit. Estimating the population of the 
United States at 125,000,000 and the average 
dose of an addict at six grains daily, around 
28,000 pounds of narcotics are demanded 
annually. Police seizures average less than 
2 per cent of the illicit traffic, it is said.

Since legal factories are supposed to have 
their production limited to the legitimate 
medicinal and scientific requirements of 
countries which have signed the various 
opium treaties, illicit production of wildcat 
drug factories has reached sensational quan- 
tities. Clandestine factories have been dis- 
covered thus far in Bulgaria, France, Tur- 
key, China, Formosa (Japan), Manchoukuo 
and the Balkans, to say nothing of the 
United States. 

Next to the United States, the newly cre- 
ated state of Manchoukuo furnishes the 
most profitable field, according to reports 
received at the League. The Hsingking Gov- 
ernment frankly admits that seven out of 
every 1000 of its population are drug addicts. 
Thirty out of every 1000 are opium smokers, 

That means that there are 210,000 drug 
addicts and 900,000 opium smokers in Man- 
choukuo, which the Government admits. 
Only 82,600 are “licensed” opium smokers, 
according to official reports. No drug ad- 
dicts are “licensed.” The drug addicts, 
if they can get it, consume 30 tons of nar- 
cotics annually, and 817,400 smokers obvious- 
ly are supplied through clandestine sources. 

Aside from the United States and Man- 
choukuo, no other governments have sub- 
mitted official estimates on the number 
of addicts in their countries. It is known, 
however, that they run equally high in cer- 
tain European states. 

The drug menace has threatened the mil- 
itary forces of France, England and Italy. 
Germany, a great narcotic-producing coun- 
try, and Switzerland, whose factories for- 
merly had almost a world monopoly, have 
been blamed at times. 

Opium production is officially admitted 
to be increasing in certain countries—yet 
as a result of the 1931 drug convention, the 
legitimate production of narcotics hag been 


drastically reduced. Whether legitimate 
factories are secretly producing more than 
legally authorized or clandestine factories 
are responsible for the tide of illicit drugs 
is yet to be ascertained. 

China, which has once more “legalized” 
opium smoking, is taking Draconian 
measures to reduce consumption and hopes, 
in six years, to eradicate the habit entirely. 
But there are those who doubt if the Nan- 
king Government, once it tastes the huge 
revenues that will accrue to the opium 
monopoly, will be able to forego the easy 
money after 1940. Manchoukuo frankly ad- 
mits that the opium monopoly is one of its 
chief sources of revenue, and poppy grow- 
ing is largely responsible for the increased 
spending capacity of the peasants,

While legally permitting opium smoking, 
the Chinese Government, nevertheless, is 
ruthless in dealing with drug peddlers. The 
penalty for trafficking is death. Scores 
have been executed; machine guns have 
been used against farmers who opposed de- 
struction of their poppy fields. Naval offi- 
cers and aviators caught transporting drugs 
have had their heads chopped off. Con- 
firmed addicts who refuse to yield to de- 
narcotization treatment have been put to 
death. 

Gen. Chang Kai-shek’s anti-drug campaign 
is spectacular. Whether it will be effective 
is questioned. The outside influences—drug 
manufacture in Japan, Formosa and Man- 
choukuo and the ease with which foreign- 
ers can peddle illicit narcotics, as well as 
the unsettled condition of the country, are 
obstacles which are difficult to overcome. 

India is another danger spot for the civ- 
llized ‘world. Officials of the drug addiction 
inquiry, basing seizures of illicit cocaine 
as an index, estimate that there are be- 
tween 250,000 and 500,000 cocaine addicts 
alone in India. That would mean that the 
average illegal consumption of cocaine is 
around 22 tons per year—a fantastic figure.

IM O’NEILL has got off to a 
J forthright start as new boss of 
the NRA. In the first test of 
his mettle the bald, genial New 
York banker showed a deft and 
sure hand.

@ member of the new NRA board, 
recommended the appointment of

HAMILTON-BURR LETTERS SOLD 


Collection Obtained From Relatives 
of Seconds Valued at $25,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 11.—The let- 
ters exchanged by Aaron Burr and 
Alexander Hamilton befor@ the his- 
toric duel in which Hamilton was 
killed have been bought by Thomas 
F. Madigan, dealer in autographs, 
from a descendant of one of the 
seconds, Madigan announced. This 
is the 13lst anniversary of the duel, 
which was fought on the heights 
of Weehawken, N. J. 

Madigan said he acquired the let- 
ters from descendants of Burr’s sec- 
ond, William P. Van Ness, living 
in Baltimore. Though historians 
have had access to them, much of 
the material still remains unpub- 
lished, he asserted. The collection, 
which is valued by Madigan at 
more than $25,000, consists of 40 
letters and other documents, four 
from Hamilton to Burr, 10 from 
Burr to Hamilton, and the rest 
from their seconds.

IN LOBBY INQUIRY 
Continued From Page One. 


he would call a meeting when 
ready. 

Last Wednesday when Corcoran 
testified Brewster told him he was 
going to “duck” the vote, the Rep- 
resentative shouted out: “You're a 
liar.” 

Brewster voted for substituting 
the House bill, which did not con- 
tain the “death sentence,” for the 
Senate bill, which did. He voted 
sgainst eliminating from the House 
bill the section giving the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
power to cimplify the holding com- 
pany structure. He voted for final 
passage of the House bill. 

Corcoran Returns to Stand. 

Corcoran denied to the Commit- 
tee today that he “thumbed his 
nose” at a member opposed to man- 
datory abolition of some holding 
companies. 
Representative Lehlbach (Rep.), 
New Jersey, was cross-examining 
the co-drafter of the Wheeler-Ray- 
burn holding company bill after he 
had been recalled to the stand 
briefly. Brewster precipitated the 
investigation by charging that Cor- 
coran threatened to hold up con- 
struction of the Passamaquoddy 
public works project in Brewster's 
district if he did not vote for the 
holding company abolition clause 
wanted by President Roosevelt. 

Lehibach wanted to know if, aft- 
er the celebrated Brewster conver- 
sation, Corcoran returned to the 
House corridor opposite the Speak- 
er’s office and talked to several 
members. 

“Did you not then thumb your 
nose at a member who was going 
to vote against the death =  sen- 
tence?” Lehibach asked. “No,” Cor- 
coran replied. 

Corcoran Denies Any “Trade.” 
Corocoran denied again there was 
any “trade” in his telling Brewster 
it would be “helpful” if he talked 
to Senator White regarding the bill 
when the legislation was in the 
Senate. 

Pressed by Lehlbach, he said, “I 
might have” mentioned the advisa- 
bility of White’s not voting on the 
question. Previously he had testi- 
fied it was Brewster who first pro- 
posed seeing White and that Chair- 
man Wheeler of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee thought 
it would be all right for Corcoran 
to accept Brewster's offer to help 
with White. 

Lehlbach also questioned Corco- 
ran closely about two telephone 
calls to Brewster, one from the 
Maine Representative’s office and 
an earlier one from the office of 
Chairman Rayburn of the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 
Corcoran explained he paid for the 
one from Rayburn’s office and that 
the other would be on Brewster's 
bill. 

“I have found it takes so damn 
long to get reimbursement around 
here for anything from the Govern- 
ment that it is better to pay for a 
phone call myself,” he said. 

Representative Cooper Witness. 

Representative Cooper (Rep.), 
Ohio, a member of the House In- 
terstate Commerce Committee op- 
posed to the abolition clause, testi- 
fied he saw Corcoran in the Speak- 
ér’s lobby the day the bill came up 
in the House. He said Corcoran 
and two other young men were put- 
ting up a chart in the lobby, which 
Rayburn used in his floor speech. 

Cooper told representative Cox 
(Dem.), Georgia, there was no ques- 
tion that power company represen- 
tatives were around the House dur- 
ing consideration of the bill, “but 
they weren't in the Speaker’s lob- 
by.”

The 
other young Negro, Robert Barnes, 
will follow with his story. Both 
Negroes are about 21 years old.

Jack St. Vrain, 14 years old, who 
Was spending a week's vacation at 
the Meramec River, was drowned 
yesterday when he failed in an at- 
tempt to follow his three compan- 
ions and swim across the river near 
Lincoln Beach. He apparently was 
not an experienced swimmer. 

Jack hdd gone to the river Mon- 
day with three fellow members of 
Boy Scout Troop No. 32 and an 
adult chaperon to spend a week at 
a cottage near Castlewood. The 
other boys were Paul Bruns, 17, cf 
2820 Accomac § street; Willian 
Bruen, 12, of 4232 Flad avenue, and 
Roy Speier, 15, of 3861A Shaw ave 
mue. . 

Companion Swims by Side. 


Yesterday afternoon they were in 
the water near the boat dock on 
the north side of the river, when the 
Bruen and Speier boys suddenl!v 
started to swim across the river. 
They made it easily and a little later 
Jack and the Bruns boy started out. 
Bruns was keeping close to his 
younger companion and was coach- 
ing him along. 

According to Deputy Constable 
Montrey, who is stationed at the 
resort and who witnessed the 
drowning, the St. Vrain boy was 
apparently exhausted when they 
got about 30 feet out from the dock. 
He called to the boys to turn back. 
but at that moment Jack grabbed 
the Bruns boy and pulled him be- 
low the surface. 

Reappearing, Bruns caught hold 
of a paddle held out to him by a 
passing canoeist, while the St. Vrain 
boy sank again. Bruns and the 
canoeist immediately dived after 
him and in a short while two other 
men in a canoe jumped into the 
water in an attempt at rescue. None 
could find the St. Vrain boy. Bruns, 
exhausted, was taken back to the 
dock. 


Body Found Under Log. 

The body was found about 11 
_ o'clock last night by Adolph H. 
~ Ferdina, 333 Lemay Ferry road, 
St. Louis County, a _ professional 
diver. Ferdina said it was lodged 
at the bottom of the stream be- 
neath a log at a point about 20 feet 
from where the boy went under, 
and that it probably would not have 
come back to the surface. The 
water at that point is about 20 feet 
deep. ' 

Jack was the son of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Gorman St. Vrain, a widow, 
3857A De Tonty street. He was a 
pupil at the Sherman School and 
would have been graduated next 
January.

NEW YORK STATE FLOOD 
AT CREST: RELIEF RUSHED 


Death Toll Put at 40, With Proper- 


ty Damage Estimated at 
$25,000,000. 

By the Associated Press. 
ALBANY. N. Y., July 10. — With | 
the death toll put at 40 and prop- 
erty damage estimated at $25.000,- 
000, reports from the New York 
state flood zone gave definite as- 
surance today that the danger of 
further high water had passed. 


Thousands of Red Cross and other 
relief workers and Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps and other State and 
local employes labored under clear 
skies to remove wreckage of build- 
ings and to clear highways and 
homes of mud and debris. 

In most of the “Southern Tier” 
villages and cities affected—shat- 
tered water mains were being rap- 
idly restored, and it was hoped that 
the threat of typhoid fever had 
been overcome. Nevertheless, anti-

The four prisoners are 
Greese, who was returned here from 
Danville. Ill, Monday; C. VY. Wil- 
liams, Charleston, insurance man; 


Albert Vowels, merchant of Wyatt, 
and John Brightman, Negro. Wil- 
liams and Vowels, who had pre- 
viously been released on bond, were 
returned to jail Tuesday, when 
their bondsmen asked to be _ re- 
leased. 

Sheriff King said he heard the 
“first rumblings” of threats Tues- 
day night. Late yesterday he or- 
ganized a heavy guard and trans- 
ported the men away. “We have 
d_.inite information as to the actual 
killer,” said the Sheriff. “He was 
escorted out of Charleston last 
night.” 

The Sheriff would not say where 
the prisoners were taken. He said 
every precaution would be _ taken 
when preliminary trial for the four 
is held July 16 before Justice of the 
Peace M. W. Coon in Charleston. 

McCutcheon was shot to death 
when going home from work a 
week ago Wednesday night. The 
body was found Thursday morning.

Nikola Tesla, at 79, Says He Can 


Transmit Energy Any Distance 


This and Other Developments Announced by 
Inventor Are Termed “Truly ‘Amazing” 
by Scientist, if Capable of Proof.

Tesla, Yugoslavian 

inventor,. celebrating his seventy- 


ninth birthday yesterday, told news- 
paper reporters he had made three 
important contributions to science 
in the last year. He listed them 
as: 

A new method and apparatus 
for transmitting’ mechanical en- 
ergy any terrestrial distance. 

Passage of an induction current 
with a varying flux one way only 
through a circuit without use of 
a commutator. 

Proof after observation of cos- 
mics rays that many of the propo- 
sitions of relativity are false. 

He elaborated on these discov- 
eries in an all-afternoon interview 
but did not offer proof of his as- 
sertions by exhibiting calculations 
or mechanical devices. Neither 
would he disclose at what labora- 
tories he had pursued the work 
which, he said, had convinced him 
during the last year that ideas he 
has long entertained along 
lines were correct.

navigation and physics. A ship, he 
asserted, by means of a communica- 
tion system he would develop from 
his discovery within a year, could 
be kept to a true course without 
misdirection in any weather. 


Geologists would be able to ex- 
plore mineral deposits from the 
earth’s surface with more accurate 
results than they can attain to with 
instruments now available. Physi- 
cists, too, he said, would be able 
to determine much about the _in- 
terior of the earth. 

The use of direct current with- 
out a commutator, he said, would 
revolutionize motors for automo- 


biles if practical engineers could 
carry out his findings. 

He asserted that relativity, in the 
light of his observations of cosmic 
rays, became what he long had 
considered it—“a beggar dressed in 
purple which the ignorant mistake 
for a king.” 

Life-Long Ambition. 

Dr. Tesla said he was pleased by 
his mechanism for transmitting en- 
ergy more than by any of the other 
advances he professed to have 
made. He called this “realization 
of a life-long ambition.” 

Of its effects he said: “It thus 
becomes possible to convey mechan- 
ical effects to the greatest terrestial 
distances and to produce all kinds 
of unique effects which are of in- 
estimable value to science, indus- 
try and the arts.” 

He added that his invention could 
be used for destruction in war. A 
bomb might be exploded in mid- 
ocean by a machine no better de- 
veloped than those he already has 
constructed, but he qualified this 
by saying it would have to be a 
bomb he had cvunstructed. 

Dr. Tesla explained he called in 
newspaper men because, “since the 
death of Edison, the public has

Government Estimates All 
Wheat Production 
731,045,000 Bushels and 
Corn 2,044,601,000 Bu- 
shels.

WASHINGTON, July 11. — Gen- 
erally bigger crops than last year 
were forecast for 1935 by the Agri- 
culture Department. 

Wheat production was put at 
731,045,000 bushels, compared to 
1934’s 497,000,000, and the 1928-32 
average of 861,000,000 bushels. All 
estimates were based on July 1 con- 
ditions. 

The forecasters put corn produc- 
tion at 2,044,601,000 bushels. Last 
year’s output was 1,377,000,000 bush- 
els and the five-year average 2,562,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Officials interpreted the figures 
to mean ample food and feed crops 
this year. Bumper crops of. rya, 
oats and barley were forecast. 

Studying. the figures at a press 
conference, Secretary Wallace said 
that “judging from the report it 
looks like the leading wheat farm- 
ers will ask for a full 25 per cent 
reduction in acreage next year.” 

Wallace said the new four-year 
wheat control contract, including 
the next acreage reduction, should 
be ready within two or three weeks. 

Feed Grain Production, 

The department’ reported that 
less of the country is suffering from 
lack of rain than in any summer 
since 1927. It added that since the 
drouth was broken in April and 
May, there has been “a great im- 
provement” in general conditions 
in the drouth areas and a wide- 
spread and substantial improvement 
in pastures, ranges and hay crops. 

“In the Northern states of the 
1934 drouth area,” the department 
said, “farmers, encouraged by good 
spring rains, have overcome the 
handicaps of a shortage of feed, a 
shortage of working capital and 
work stock in no condition to do 
a day’s work. 

“By borrowing where they could, 
using Government loans and seeds 
so far as available and keeping 
their tractors chugging far beyond 
the usual hours of labor, they and 
their families have planted acreages 
of spring wheat, oats, barley and 
flax that seemed impossible three 
months ago. These crops started 
well, but the wheat faces a wide- 
spread rust infection which may or 
may not prove serious, depending 
on weather conditions during the 
next few weeks.” 

The department said that the to-| 
tal production of feed grains should 
be about 9 per cent smaller than 


the 10-year average prior to last 
year. As stocks of feed grains an] 
farms are abnormally low, it added 
that the total supply was expected | 
to be about 15 per cent below that | 
average. | 

However, the department said. 
this condition would he balanced | 
because the number of grain-con- 
suming livestock to be fed next 
winter also was expected to be 
about 15 per cent below the 10-year 
average.
